BIGELOW'S BILL PAID.

The Expenses of His Visit to Mrs. Schenley
to be Defrayed—Myr. Scott's Check Ac-
cepted—Officials Must Get Consent of
Counclls for Futare Trips.

The bill for the expenses of Chiel Bigelow
and party to England wae brought up again
in Commoun Couneil by Mr. Pitcairn, who
moved that the action of Council in reject-
ing the resolution be reconsidered. This
wak agieed to by a vote of 30 uves to 4 noes.

Ap amendment was oflered reducing the
amount from §1,328 85 to $928 35, Mr. J, B.
Sieott having sent his check for $400 to Mr.
Bigelow to cover Mr, Scott’s portion of the
vutlay. This amendment was agreed to and
the resolution was sdopted by & vote of 42
ayes to 6 poes, The vote stood:

Mr, Keating epposed it. He had been
much mortified by the nopleasant bickering
that had taken place over the Bigelow ex-
pense account and thought it extemely
parsimonious for n great city like PRisburg
to reward the Jabors of eitimus who
had worked bard o secunre wwmething
she needed by finding fuult with the cost,
Mr. Bigelow hud secured a bargfain in the
19 acres for an entrance. The'e had been
wany difficultics 1o overcome owing to the
untimely death of the Inte B B. Carnaban,
and the Blind Asvinm site 4ifficulty, and it
was pecessary for the gentifmen who did go,
to see Mrs. Schenley personally Mr,
Kenting thoueht that i Mr. Bigelow had
come before Conneils antl asked permission
to have made this trip 2t an estimnted cost
of, sav, $300, there were some big-headed
city officiuls and members of Council who
wonld have dooe all they could to defeat it,
in their zeal for economy or some other
laudable desire.

Humilinting & Clty Official.

The bill of Mr. Bigelow was for money
spent on business strietly, and there was not
n cent in it for luxury or sighteesing. But
since he bad been buwmiliated =o grossly in
an eflort to get back his own, it was very
unlikely that any other eity officer would
ever take chances on the same experience.
Trerefore, there was no use in passing such
a resolution, Even if it was passed, it
wonld die with the term of the prezent
Conneil. Next year things would be where
they are now,

Mr. 1loberison denied thisz. TUpder the
new charter, resolutions of thissort remained
in foroe untii repealed by a speciul ordi-
nance. He thonght the live on this sort of
expenss should be drawn by Couneiis, and
the city officers should not _be _allowed to
run aroand at will, spending the people’s
money. Couneils were the proper authorities
to do that, and they must see to it that their
Authority was nol usurped. This resolution
would do that,

The resolution was adopted by a vote of
24 to 1, Mr. Keating votiog only inthe neg-
ntive.

TAXING CHURCH PROPERTY.

Mr. Robertson Opens a Hot Discussion by
Advoonting the Assessment of All Real
Estate—¥r, Lamble Comes Back at Him
—Both Called to Order.

select Council enjoyed itself for half an
hour discussing an ordinance exempting
churches. schools, liospitals or public insti-
tutions from the payment of building per-
mit fees on buildings to be used for educa-
tional, charitable or religious purposes.

Mr. Robertson took the floor in opposition.
He said the tendency of the best class of
thinking peopleof the present age is in favor
of the tuxation of church property. Churches
are only corporations, and it is a wrong dis-
crimination to exempt them and tax other
corporations. 1T this keeps on the great
mass of taxation of this country will
fall upon the peop'e who have little or
nothing and the milliondire corporations of
every kind anod ¢lass will be exemipted. The
Thitd ward of this city shows the impro-
priety of this idea. Nearly one-sixih ol the
ward 15 covered by church property, free of
taxation, If that property, valuable for
business purposes, as it is, was taxed like
conticuous property, as by right it onght
to be, the bolk of it would be yielding

Aun Honest Revenue to the City,

and it wonld beon the market for sale
in the over-crowded down-town distriet.
It would be far better and more
equitnbile for the people who own
churehes to pay the taxes on them—better
far the people and the eity «s well, 1o this

ordinance it was iotended to wusurp the
powers ol the individual taxpayer for the
benefit of the corporation.  While this was
true of charches it was equally true of other
corporations, such as those contemplated in
thi= ordinanee.””

Mr. Lambie thought Mr, Ltobertson’s re-
murks hud been entirely out of place, speak]
ing, ¢ he had been, on u motion to suspend
the rules to consider the ordinance on two
reading, but since so much bad been said,
more would be in order. He tnought, in
the first place. that the building permuit tax
shoald be abolished altogether.

“Jt wal wrong,” Mr. Lambie continued,
o tax n man for building & bouse and then
tax him more for his property after the
house was built. It would seem more proper
10 hold out inducements for people to build,
the better class of buildiogs the better for
the gity. After the structure was completed
the city would get its revenue from the in-
creased legitimate valuation. y

“f believe in having a eareful buoildin
inspection, and in allowing ne one to buil
without a permit, but I think the salary of
the inspectors should come from the city,
and not from the comparatively few citizens
who erected buildings to improve the eity.”

M7, Lambie cited the case of the Seventh
and Eighth wards, vow building & new
schiool bouse, and said the directors had
been taxed 390 for s building permit. He
failed to see the pro in that, of the city

A Blot on the Clty Government.

Mr. Robertson replied that he was wore
than willing to wipe out the building per-
wit tax altogether. He thought it a blot on
the city government, but if it could not be
removed he was © to diseriminating
sgainst any one olassof corporations. Bodies
that were able to build, whether churches or
not, ought to pay the same as others. He
was opposed to making one class of citizens
pay fur the benefits which the whole en-

A HUNT WILL 800K BEGIN

For a Poor Farm on u Navigable River
wnd With Railway Facilities.

slr. MacGonigle presented a mew poor
farm ordinance in Common Oouncil, It
provides that the Chief of the Department of
Oharities shall advertise in the official
papers for sealed vroposals for sale to the
citv of a tract of ground fronting upon
a4 npavigable river in the eounty
of Allegheny, having railroad facilities for
ready seccess; the proposals shall be received
by the Controller and transmitted to the
Chief of the Depurtment of Charities; the
Chief of the Departmeut of Charities shall
open the proposals in the presence of the
Chiefls of the Departments of 'ublic Works
and Pablic Safety and the Mayor, or a ma-
jority of them: these officials shall visit all
the tracts offered and either reject all the
proposals or select such one as may be
deemed by o majority of them snitable for
a poor farm; the choice shall not be-
come binding on the city until the Chief of
the Department of Charities shall report the
same to Councils and Council shali have
power to reject the site selected; in case of a
rejection by the Councils the Chief of the
Department of Charities shall readvertise;
the monev realized from the sale of the old
farm is set aside for the purchase of the new
farm, and the construction of the buildings
and the surplus, if any, sball be paid into
the city treasury.
The ordinance was reflerred to the Cow-
mittee on Charities.

DOGS TO BE TAXED,

A Plea Made on Behall of the Foor Man's
Friend.
Select Council passed the ordinance tax-
ing male dogs §1 each and females $2 each
and providing for establishing pounds, by
a vote of 25 to 4, Messrs, Collins, MeCarry,
Perry and Reilly casting the negative votes.
Mr. Perry had endeavored to amend by
taxing wmale dogs 50 cents and females only
£1, but Mr. Lambie showed how that antount
of tax would not pay the expense of sup-
porting the pounds and be declared that
less than the amount fixed in the original
ordinance would be insufficient.
“Mr. Collins thought it wrong to tax the
dogs at all, as 1t wonld be a burden on poor
people, 1o which Dr. Evans replied that it
wonld save money for poor people because
they would then dispense with dogs. Ital-
ways seemed to him that the less o man had
the more dogs he owned, The ordinance
was all right, the doctor thought, except
that the tax ought to be §10 instead of §1.
Myr. Lambie said the ordinance was the re-
sult of sentiment, but it was practical and
cught to be passed.

WONDERFUL MINING.

Draining a River's Bed for the Gold
to be Found There.

GREAT ENGINEERING PROJECT.

Flume Bailt to Carry Off the Waters Until
‘ the Work is Finished.

MONSTER DAM ABOVE THE GOLD BED

OROVILLE, C4L,, Dec. 8. —The details of
the mammoth mining praject, the bare facts
of which were telegraphed to THE Dis.
PATCH some time sinee, are just coming to
light.

For 40 years Batte county has been famons
for her splendid gold mines. During that
long period a stream of precious metal has
steadily been flowing from her hills, bars,
flats, gulches, canyons, ravines and rivers
into the coffers of the men who had the cour-
age aud skill to open and develop her won-
derful mines.

Feather river, that wild and turbulent
strenw that cuts the heart of the Sierras in
twain, is the richest gold-bearing channel
on the face of the globe. Each of its hun-
dred tributaries contributed hundreds ol
thousands of dollars’ worth of the virgin
ore.

Throngs of miners lined the banks of the
North, South and Middle Fork and the
numberless oreeks that empty into them,
cleaning up the bars, washing down the
banks where possible, luming the bed of
the stream, running drifts into the hills and
sinking shalts on the flats (o obtain the vast
treasures of precious metal which in atl
these places abounded.

MANY MILLIONS IN GOLD.

During the first 10 years of gold mining
in California, ths average return to each
man was from $20 to §25 per day., Four
thousand miners working 800 danys to the
vear gives us 1,200,000 days each season.
Multiplying this by the lowest estimate per
day, $20, and we have $24,000,000 a year
from Oroville and iis near vicinity.

Experience proved to the gold miners ot

40 that the precious metal had gradually
been wushed down from its matsrix ino the
quartz ledges in the hills and gulehes (i1l it
reached the bottom of the larger streaws,
which became the grest natural storehouse
of the same. Acting upou this idea miners
were always delving into the beds and.oban-
nu‘s:]sor the creeks and rivers whenever pos.
sible.
Various plans were taken to lay bare the
bottoms of the streams, but the most com-
mon method was by wing dams. These
were dams built out from the side of the
stream and angling down strenm and back,
s0 0§ to confine the water into a narrow
space, This laid bare a part of the bed, or
channel, and enabled the miners to extract
the gold lying in the gravel, but the crev-
icing of the bed rock was impossible owing
to seepage water.

Of course this method of mining was im-
possible in many places, and especially so
with the larger streams. In such cases the
river was dammed and the water forced 1nto
a long wooden flume buill in many cases at
a tremendous cost.

LUMBEE §100 PER 1,000 FE®ET.

In some instances the lumber for these
flumes had to be whipmsawed, while in
others it was travsported at a cost of $80 or
$100 per 1,000 feet. Such were the riches
in the beds of the creeks, however, that
nearly every tributaryof the Feather had
miles of its chavnel flumed,-and the amount
of gold thus obtuined was un ¢normous sum.
me idea of the extent of river mining
can be obtained from the open noted mines
in this loeality. In 1857, when the famous
Cupe Claim was was worked near Oroville,
the expenses of flaming and laying dry the
river bed amounted to §176,085. Two han-
dred and fifty men were employed from
May to November, and in 42 days of mining
it is estimated by relinble men that no less

mine during that siogle summer, and it is
koown that $080,000 was paid in dividends
in this town.

In this celebrated elaim 142 pounds of
pure gold were taken out in a single day.
The value of this was §36,072, and 1f we esti-
mate that 200 men were employed this
would average for each man $183 [lor the
day’s labor,

obn Norton, a resident of this town at
the present time, washed in the Cape Claim
the richest pan of dirt ever taken out in the
Californis gold mines. It contained 52
ounces or about $884.

CLEANING UFP A RIVER BED.

Above Morris ravine and below historical
Loung's bar the Feather enters a narrow and
rock-bound gorge, and in the early mining
days the difficulties were so great and the
cost so enormous that the enterprising gold
miners shrunk from attempting to mine this
portion of the stream.

The problem was to lny bare the bed of a
mighty river held between rock-bound
mountain walls, and to keep ily waters out
of such a bed for a time sufficient to admit
of the surface gravels being removed no that
the bed rock and lower gravel layers within
which the gold was imbedded conld be
“sleaned up’” snd the golden treasore
stripped from its home with four or five ses-
son's minlog.

To lift a great river from iis rocky bed, &
river that has a flow of 2,000 cubic fect per
second, hoid it safely while an army of
miners clean out its sands and gravel aod
serape clean the very rocks themselves, de-
serves and will rank with those gigaotic en-
gineering feats like that of building the Mt
Cenis tunnel between Nranceand Italy,
where the Alpiue barrier between those two
conntries was pierced, with that of building
the groat tonnel beneath the Hudson river
to conneet Jersey City with New York, or
like that beneath the waters of the Thames
at London.

Major MeLaughlin saw that a single sea-
son was too short a period in which to erect
the dam, build the grent flume and mine the
river ina satisfactory munoer. He there-
fore planned to build the dam this year up
to low water mark, and by eutting a gigantie
canal and building a series of great walls
during the winter and spring, to finish all
the work by 1891, so that operations could
begin in the river early in the coming ses-
son., To gain these objects wos a task of
more than ordinary magnitnde, as we have
already pointed out, but, to make them more
apparent and show the grandeur ot this
undertaking, wegive below some detailscon-
cerning the dam to be constructea,

This head dam, as planned, is designed to
serve as n permanent structure. The site
selected seems formed by nature for this very
purpose. Each eminent engineer who has
exnmioed the river, selected this very spot,
which presents great advantages for the
work proposed. The dam will extend from
a great rock point at the foot of South Table
Mountain to 8 high mass of rock in the
center of the stream, and thence to the op-
posite bank.

A MONSTER DAM.

The solid part of the main dam will be
140 feet long and 10 feet wide on top, Its
beight will be about 47 fest with a shutter
dam or snperstroeture of 10 teet.  This shut-
ter dam will ‘all down on to the main dam
duriog winter floods. Added tothe main
dam will be & secondary dam--d —
160 feet long and about i1 feet in height.

In its con-
Struction there must be about 60,000 cubie
vards of rock exesvated, which alone will
cost over $100,000; while in addition to
this must be adde¢ the walls to be buill,
ahil;l]! will amount to some $45,000 addi-

onaul,

OTHER HEAVY EXPENSES.

These figures do not include, of course, the
t dam to be built, nor the camps, houses,
ronds, bridges, derricks, tracks, cars, tools
and appliances, nor do they cover Rhe ex-
penses of the engineering supervision and
incidental expenses which will nntunllg ne-
enr. Still to thess fizures must be added
the eost of the electric plant to be nsed in
lighting the mine, the cost of bringing water
power for ranning the derricks, ete., so that
when (he total nmonnts o be expeuded in
this mining project are takeniuto considera-
tion the sum will resch several hundred
thonsand dollars. There will be an immense
unntity of cement used, something like
7,000 barrels, muny tons of iron, and fully
1,000,000 feet of timber.

The exceeding richness of the channel of
Feather river near the town far more than
jusiifies the enormous expense incurred in
building the dam we have attempted to de-
scribe, and in cotting the great canal to
carry the waters of the stream itself.

Some idea of the amount of gold that
this river bed ought to yield may be gained
from the output of the celebrated Cape
¢laim, which was worked here in 1837,
This mine yielded $525 per linear foot, and
as there are 7,500 feet to work, the amount, if
estimated at the same rate, would be $3,957,-
300

This sum of $525 per linear foot, however,
was taken from ground minoed in the most
hurried and wasteful manner, the bed rock,
certainly the richest ot any river
mine, was searcely worked at all, and all
appliances were of the rudest deseription.

When we consider that under the system

proposed by Major MeLaughlin every foot [

of ground and every pan of gravel ean be
tnoronghly worked and that the bed rock
ean be cleaned so as to obtain  every
ounce of gold, we may fairly estimate that
the vield per Tinear foot vrilly be double that
of the Cape mine. This then would give ns
no lesa than §7,875,000 as the probable out-
put of this magnificent enterprise,

His name is
to remain on the roll of membership, and
when he returns from Sing Sing, he may
resume his place among the other brethren.
The regular monthly business meeting of
Plymouth Church was held last night, An
inkling had got out of what was to take
place, ko there was an unusually large at-
tendance of the church members. Hev. Dr.

Abbott arese and, holdiag a picce of
closely written paper in his hand, elaimed
the attention of the gathering. Dr. Abbott
told of his interview with Swith, and said
that he firmly belieyed that the erimioal
had repented. He then opened the piece of
paper beld in his hand, and it proved to be
a letter irom Smith, which Dr. Abott read,
It was as follows:

BAER FOUND GUILTY

Of Manslaughter in His Trial for
Killing Thomas Daily.

QUAKREL BETWEEN TW0 FRIENDS.

The Jury Only Required Forty-Five Min-
utes to Find a Verdicet.

—

COURT NEWSOF THE DAY T0LD BRIEFLY

John Baer was tried vesterday before
Judge Stowe, on the charge of baving
killed Thomas Daily, a letter carrier, and
after 45 minutes” deliberation, the jury re-
turged a verdiet of guilty of manslanghter.

Daily died at Merey Hospital, on Sep-
tember 26, from a wound in the head
alleged to have been inflicted by Baer in
the course of a fizht some time vrevious.

At the trial yesterday there was but little
trouble experienced in securing u jury. The
Commonweallh was represented by Distriot
Attorney Johaston and Attorney Morrison,
while ex-Distriet Attorney Porter and
Messrs, Seaife and Goss c¢oadncted the de-
fense, The first wituess examined was Mrs,
Daily, the wile of the decensed, who testi-
fied that she saw her husband at the Central
statiou the moraing after the fight with
Baer. Hehad alarge cutoan his temple,
Mrs, Daily took her husband home and
Eept him until he lost his reason and ran
out of the honse. He wasthen taken to
Merey Hospital, where he died.

DAILY AT CENTRAL STATION.

Police Surgeon Moyer testified that he at-
tended Daily atthe Central station. The
deceased had a severe wonund on the temple,
which had been made by some sharp instru-
ment, probably a koife. On eross-examina-
tion Dr. Moyer said that the wound could
have been made by a stone if it was sharp.
Dr. Mevers, of the Mercy Hospital staff, was
called and corroborated Dr. Moyer.

Officer Ben Hughes testified that on the
night of the fizht he was on duty on the
corner of Wylie avenue and High street,
and heard Baer call Daily & vile name. The
two men then crossed the street and the wit-
ness saw the defendant strike the deceased
twice, onee back of the ear and once on the
side of the face. The men then elinched
aud fell into a cellar where & new house
was being built.

Daniel McCarthy testified to having heard
Baer calling Daily a vile name on the
night of the fight. Thomas Barry heard the
deiendant tell Daily that be was no good.
They were standing on the corner of High
street and Wylie avennae st the time,

The Commonwezith rested at this point
and Attorney «Goss opened for the defense,
stating that they expected to prove that
Daily was killed by the fall into the cellar
and the defendant was in no way respoasible
for his death.

John Baer, the defendant, was then placed
on the stand. He testified that his only
remembrance of the affair was that he hada
dispute with Daily about some beer and
started for Powers’ liquor house to settle the
dispute,

FRIENDS AFTER THE FIGHT.

They got us far as the new buildings, when
Daily struck at him, and they clinched
and fell into the cellar. The next day he
found himself in the Central station with
Daily, and they talked together and were
friends, The witness denied that he used a
knife, and stated that he did oot one,
On cross-examination the witness denied
ealling Daily a _vile nama in front of
Officer . Hoghes. The witness admitted to
haviog been in in 1883 for assault
with intent to rob, bui was uot convicted
of it.

Dr. Chesrown, jail physician, testified
that he attended the defendant in jail, and
that he was suffering from a verv severe
scalp wound and was hurt sbont the
shoulders.

Frank Porter testified that on the night
of the quarrel be was on his way home from
the theater and saw the two men seuffling,
and saw them fall into the cellar und pull
two barrels with them. The witness
further stated that Policeman Hughes
could not have seen the senfile from the posi-
tion he was in.

This closed the case. The arguments
were made by Attorney Scaife for the de-
fense and Morrison for the Cornmonwealth,
and were limited to 15 minutes each. The
charge of Judge Stowe was very clear as to
the jurv’s duty, and rather fayored a verdict
of manslaughter.

The jury, after being out 40 minutes, re-
warned a verdiet of guilty of manslaughter.

Encronchments of Rallroads and Other
Corporations on the Waterwss—Tho
Chamber of Commmerce Gives Mr. Ma-

PAPER NONEYPROFITS

Varioms Ways in Which Uncle Sam
Gets a Little the Best of It,

STOVES A SOURCE OF REVENUE.

Railroad Wrecks Also Furnish Considerable
Loss and Gain,

SOME QUITE CURIOUS CASES KNOTED

WasaisaroN, Dee. 8.—"The parlor
stove is o considernble source of income to
the United States Treasury at this time of
year, though the coatributors to the fund
accumulated by its means are invarisbly
most unwilling ounes,’ said a Treasury
offieial.

“Of all ways of hoarding paper money
none appeara to be in such universal favor
s that of hiding it away in an unused sit-
ting room. stove during the summer time,
When the fire is lighted in the antumn the
cash goes up in smoke, and the owner makes
application to have the ashes redeemea.
The chief of the redemption division said
yesterday that not less than $100 such cases
were submitted w him every fall. Some-
times the remains are not too far consumed
for identification, but ss a rule this method
of destroving money is found to be singn-
larly effective and iupdu.. There was re-
ceived yesterday at the Treasury 120, in the
shape of & small quantity of ashes packed
into a thimble, from Texas, The woman
who owped the $120 had drawn the sum
from bank and deposited it in a stove for
safer ing, with the usual result. Un-
fortunately the ashes are indistingnishable
from any other ashes, and so she will lose
the amount.

IN RAILEOAD WRECKS.

*It is an interesting fact that nearly all
the paper money destroyed by accident
meets its fate on the rail. ‘Vllmm a rail-
way disaster oceurs fire usually ensues, and
the express ear is burned. Now, an express
car almost invariably carries a safe with
more or less money in it, amoong other valu-
ables. The sufe, unless it 1s one for trans-
porting Government money, is apt to be one

of the portable kind, snd not Thus
it is an almost ¥ occurrence for one
of these safes to ve at the hers
with its eash contents in the shape more

or less hopeless ashes,

“"For example, take the sccident that oo~
eurred in Kentueky only the other day. Two
traios met in o tunoel, one of them londed
with passengers and the other a freight,
carrviag coal and iron. For 30 hours the
wreek burned, and sueh wus the heat gener-
ated that the iron was melted and flowed like
witer. In the cxpress ear of the passen
train was a saie with 81,600 cash in it, g
wides a lot of jewelry. It wasall
money, and was redoced to sshes, ven
hundred dollars is all that the redemption
division has been able to get out of 1t in con-
dition for purehuse with fresh United States
notes. This, the authorities say, is the
worst ordeal through which an express saie
has ever passed.
